Religion Must Be Free 


Of Materia 


Fort Wayne — “Religion must 
be an end in itself instead of a 
mere instrument of society and it 
must be completely independent of 
any material influences,” The Rev. 
Eugene M. Burke told a Catholic 
Evidence Lecture Series audience 


‘Sunday night. 


“When religion becomes 8 
means to an end, it begins to die,” 
Father Burke declared. 

Father Burke, Catholic Univer- 
sity professor and associate editor 
of the American Ecclesiastical Re- 
view, said he believes that the de- 
bate on religion’s place in our 
lives will never be settled as long 
as“we persist in viewing it In a 
sociological or political light. 

Equally important, the speaker 
declared, is the fact that a religion 
cannot exist without its taking an 
institutional form. He gave demo- 
cracy in the United States as an 
example of the meaning of a true 
institutional form. 

“The essence of Democracy 1s 
the recognition of and the respect 
for the dignity of the individual. 
This arises, historically from the 
fact that every single human be- 
ing stands in a transcedent rela- 
tion with God. There is in Him a 
sacred element that is not under 
the control of any temporal pow- 
er,’ Father Burke said.

whatever you may call your individual group, we will place 
this information in our column of “Home and School.” 
This committee has been renamed by our National 


Council and everyone is most? 


happy to co-operate in this change. 


Throughout our Diocese we have 
numbers of Associations and we 
know they are all doing wonder- 
ful work. To gather this inform- 
ation and compile it in record form 
is the task of the Diocesan Chair- 
man. To facilitate the compilation, 
our Deanery chairmen have been 
asked to collect this data in their 
own Deaneries and present it to 
the Diocesan Chairman for a com- 
plete survey. 


A parent group working in our 
parochial schools should have a 
purpose, objects, by-laws (and use 
them) a planned program, hospi- 
tality committee, and enough com- 
mittees to carry out the work 
which this group feels they can do 
in this school. First of all, if this 
is a Home and School group, it is 
important to the educational life 
of the parish just as the Rosary 
Society gives spiritual life to the 
parish. 


We are not an entertainment 
group, nor only a money-making 
one, but most of our parochial 
schools do need financial help so 
we will always include this phase 


= to our work. We should present 
™@ programs which will help our par- 


ents to be more understanding, 


@ efficient and informed. Our pro- 


grams must follow these lines. 


We need to have study clubs in 
various age groups — trying to 
learn ovr responsibilities as Cath- 
olic parents and to understand 
what the teacher is trying to do 
for the child. In planning our 
programs at the close of school, 
we ask ourselves this question: 
Will it help the child? If the 
answer is no, we should choose 
something else. 

To operate a successful school 

roup, one must remember certain 
Sentawiadhete : 

The pastor is the director of his 
parish and its activities. The prin- 
cipal of the school is director of 
the schos! and its curriculum. We 
must always remember our eti- 
quette and offer our services to 
these directors in the proper spirit 
of help and co-operation and we 
will be sure of' success. 

In ‘most associations, the pas- 
tor and principal are honorary 
directors of the association and 
are. vocal arid vitally intefested in 
the activities. They are invited to 
the board meetings and sit in on 
the planning of the budget, pro- 
jects and program. 

Many meetings are planned at 
a time when teachers cannot come 
and members should not feel of- 
fended if the teachers are unable 
to attend, but the principal has at- 
tended or at least been consulted 
by the president on important 
matters and the important thing 
is this: 

If we can cooperate in plans for 
the school and the teachers give 
their approval for us to* proceed, 
then we are assured of their bless- 
ing whether they attend meetings 
or not! Of course, it is more én- 
couraging to the members if they 
can find time to come. 
eople feel unless the pastor and 
a ot are present we are 
successful~.and they must. be 
against the association as a whole. 

Let us not feel this way but 
earry on as good members should. 
When we have special meetings 
such as oren house and Fathers’ 
Night we will be able to have our 
teachers with us.

‘Tae name of William Reddick 

was left out of the history 
books, but was very prominent 
among the early settlers of Ottawa, 
Illinois. When newspaper and mag- 
azine reporters were looking for 
material they were captivated by 
the architectural structure of Red- 
dick’s a . « « The structure 
was built about 1860. Before he 
died it was the home of William 
Reddick, who also donated the land 
on which the La Salle County Home 
now stands. 

He was born in County Down 
Ireland, October 31, 1812. He came 
to the United States with his par- 
ents in 1816, moving to Zanesville, 
Ohio where, in 1821, his father, 
James Reddick, died’ By 1827 Wil- 
liam was a blower of hollow ware 
and glass. Then his wealth began 
to increase. : 

In 1830 he was living in Browns- 
ville, Pennsylvania where he mar- 
ried Elizabeth Collins and moved 
to Ottawa in 1835. In 1888 he was 
elected sheriff. He held this office 
until 1846, From 1847 to 1851 he 
was State Senator and again in 
1870-73, 

A great anti-liquor crusader, he 
was author of the Reddick Temper- 
ance law. In his home Mrs. Red- 
dick died July 5, 1883. Though a

Then And Now 


Was I guilty of that charge? 
Listen to what St. Luke writes 
(28:13-14). “And Pilate called to- 
gether the chief priests and the 
rulers and the people, and said to 
them: ‘You have brought before 
me, this man, as one who perverts 
the people; and behold I, upon ex- 
amining Him in your presence, 
have found no guilt in this man 
as touching those things of which 
ou accuse Him. Neither has 
erod: for I sent you back to him, 
and behold, nothing deserving of 
death has been committed by 
Him.” 

What was the effect of this de- 
fense by Pilate? It is told by St. 


Luke in the same chapter, verses 
20:23: “But Pilate spoke to them 
again, wishing to release Jesus. | 
But they kept shouting, saying, | 
‘Crucify Him! Crucify Him!” And 
he said to them a third time, ‘Why, | 
what evil has this man done? [ 
find no crime deserving of death | 
in Him. I will therefore chastize | 
Him and release Him.’ But they 
persisted with loud cries, jaRney 
ing that He should be crucified, | 
and their cries prevailed.” | 

Note that My enemies “persist- | 
ed with loud cries and their cries 
prevailed.” How true of My mod- 
ern enemies! 

You know in what manner My 
enemies finally did get rid of Me | 
—with My own consent and ap- 
proval, of course. They incited into | 
a mob a vast number of people | 
who had believed in Me, followed 
Me for days without food, who 
only’ five days before My crucif- 
ixion welcomed Me joyfully into 
the city of Jerusalem. You will re- 
call that I was tried by night lest 
the people might interfere with 
the plot of My unfriendly ecclesi- | 
astical conspirators. 

Do you conclude from the brutal 
treatment I received that I was 
not your God and Savior? 

OBJECTOR: No, dear Lord, I 
have been a firm believer in Your 
divinity and was taught, in early 
childhood, to “take You as my per- 
sonal Savior,” as the one way of | 
endearing Myself to You and of 
saving my soul,

If they have 
called the good man of the house 
Beelzebub, how much more them 
of his household ?” 


The same Evangelist quotes Me 
further as saying: “You shall be 
hated by all nations for My name’s 
sake” (Matt. 24:9). 
those words of Mine were intend- 
ed to include the successors of 
those whom I addressed. There- 
fore why have you not, who claim 
to be influenced by Bible reading, 
discovered these words? Why 
have you sided with the enemies 
of My representatives ? 


Immediately after I uttered the 
eight Beatitudes I addressed these 
words to My Apostles and dis- 
ciples: “Blessed are ye, when they 
shall revile you and persecute you, 
and speak all that is evil against 
you untruly; for My sake. Be glad 
and rejoice, for your reward is 
very great in Heaven. For so they

efore you” (Matt. 5:11-12). 

Yet many, like yourself, who 
pretend to follow Me, are prepared 
to believe ill of every represent- 
ative of Mine, being antecedently 
disposed to believe that the ac- 
cuser must be right and the ac- 
cused wrong.

Suffer In My Name 


St. Luke, in the Acts of the 
Apostle (5:41) writes of My or- 
iginal Apostles: “and they indeed 
went from the presence of the 
Council rejoicing that they were 
accounted worthy to suffer re- 
proach in the name of Jesus.” 

St. Paul (2 Cor. 4:9) writes: 
“We suffer presecution, but are 
not forsaken. We are cast down, 
but we perish not.” He consoled 
Timothy by telling him (2 Tim. 
2:12): “If we suffer we shall also 
reign with Him.” 

You are familiar with My gen- 


| eral attitude towards the world. 
|I had declared that I had selected 


ithe Aposties out-of the world, and 
‘told them “because you are not of 
the world. . .therefore the world 
(John 15:19). 


You will better appreciate the 
‘lessons which impartial historians 
| will tell you, if you keep in mind 
‘that throughout Europe there was 
only one religion for 15 centuries, 
and that there was no other to be 
persecuted. If, in your own day, 


‘other faiths have been presecuted 
‘along with the historical faith, it 
‘is only because the official gov- 


ernment edict. while directed 
chiefly against My Church, was so 


| worded as to include all. 


Persecution became a policy 
with those who created schisms ih 
My Church in the sixteenth cen- 
tury, and organized opposition to 
My Church has been quite common 
since that time. Everything good 
and creditable in My Church has 
been suppressed and faults of My 
individual representatives — hu- 
man beings, of course — have been 
over-emphasized and exaggerated. 

My Church is judged by a rare 
unworthy Vicar, no matter how he 
may have been inducted into of- 
fice, and not by the 95% who rep- 
resented Me most creditably. Sel- 
dom is credit given even to the 
28 among the first 29 Popes who, 


like My first Apostles, died out 


of loyalty to Me.

These pledges do 
rot in any way bind under sin, but 
are a way for the central office to 
check up on the number of people 
interested in the movement. 


It is hoped that when a sufficient 
number of people have “showed 
their eagerness to have a special 
month of the Eucharist, the Holy 
See will agree to the pleas of Cath- 
olics throughout the world. She has 
already showed her mind in the 
matter by granting special indulg- 
ences To those who observe a 
month in honor of the Holy Euch- 
arist she gives an indulgence of 
seven years each day of the month 
and a plenary indulgence once dur- 
ing the month. So it is easy to see 
that the Church is in favor of a 
month of the Holy Eucharist. 


But the need for promoters of 
this movement is still very great. 
The National Headquarters in New 
York hopes to enlist at least a 
thousand this year. Only through 
them can the movement hope to 
reach into every corner of the 
country. 

As Fr, Prefontaine says, “Our 
greatest need at present is more 
promoters. We would like to have 
one promoter in every parish and 
high school and college and in 
every large convent or monas- 
tery.”

Call For Promoters 


Will April Be Month 
Of Holy Eucharist 


PETER ARKINS, S.S.8. 


FOR the past nine years the Bles- 
sed Sacrament Fathers have 
been working to have April offici- 
ally proclaimed by the Holy Father 
as the Month of the Eucharist, 
just as March is the month of St. 
Joseph and May is the month of 
Mary. At present more than 85,000 
Catholics. have expressed their 
eagerness. The directors of the 
movement hope to see this number 
reach over the 100,000 mark this 
year. Their principal difficulty is 
the lack of promoters. 


Last year 400 persons took active | 


part in the drive. Fr. Prefontaine, 
who is directing the Cleveland 
central office, told recently of the 
remarkable achievements of some 
of these promoters. 

“Qne young woman at an in- 
surance office spoke of the move- 
ment to more than 100 people 
working in the same building and 
got them to observe the month of 
the Eucharist. Then she went fur- 


ther. One evening on her way home | 


from work she met the leader of 
the parish Nocturnal Adoration 
Society and talked him into being 
a promoter. He distributed some 
50 pledge cards himself. 
“Another university student got 
to work in one of the clubs he be- 
longed to—the Catholic Young 
People’s Society-——and even can- 
vassed for followers in the uni- 
versity itself. He sent us almost 
100 signed pledges.” | 
People of every type have offered 
their help as promoters—priests, 
nuns, lay people, mothers, office- 
workers, seminarians. Orne semin- 
arian talked up the movement 
among his fellow students and 
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secured the pledges of almost the 
entire seminary. Many sodalities | 
have also adopted the movement, | 
as well as Eucharistic committees 
of all sorts. | 

The Month of the Eucharist 
movement was begun in 1937 by a 
lay person. April was chosen be- 
cause it was most. probably in that 
month Our Savior instituted the 
Blessed Sacrament.
